C9n9i^er9l Gets £RG Rights,! 

Tarzana (GWS) — On Sunday, April 21, at the Lunacon Burroughs panel discussion, it was announced 
that Canaveral Press and Edgar Rice Burroughs, Inc., have reached a "rights" agreement and ERB, 
Inc., has agreed to give Canaveral the rights to Burroughs' unpublished manuscripts. Jack Blblo, 
co-owner of Canaveral, plans to travel to Tarzana in the near future to examine the manuscripts, 
j The first of the new series of ERB hard cover editions from Canaveral will be the following ti- 
tles: BACK TO THE STONE AGE, LAND OF TERROR, SAVAGE PELLUCIDAR, LOST ON VENUS, CARSON OF VENUS ES- 
CAPE ON VENUS, THE MUCKER and THE TARZAN TWINS. 

SAVAGE PELLUCIDAR will consist of the three stories in that series which appeared originally in 
AMAZING STORIES, plus the title story, SAVAGE PELLUCIDAR, a 1944 manuscript. Burroughs' proposed 
title for the four stories was GIRL OF PELLUCIDAR. The illustrations will be the St. John's from 
Amazing. 

Krenkel is doing new illustrations for LAND OF TERROR and THE TARZAN TWINS; all others will con- 
tain the original illustrations by St. John and John Coleman Burroughs. 

The second batch of forthcoming ERB titles from Canaveral are as follows: 

BEYOND THE FARTHEST STAR AND OTHER SCIENCE FICTION STORIES BY EDGAR RICE BURROUGHS, which will 
contain the title story; TANGOR RETURNS (unpublished manuscript); THE SCIENTISTS REVOLT and THE 
RESURRECTION OF JIMBER-JAW. 

I AM A BARBARIAN (brand new novel) 

TALES OF THREE PLANETS, contains a new story entitled THE WIZARD OF VENUS plus JOHN CARTER AND 
THE GIANT OF MARS and THE SKELETON MEN OF JUPITER. 

TARZAN AND THE MAD MAN (new novel? 56,000 words) 

TARZAN AND THE CASTAWAYS, containing the title story (ERB's original title for THE QUEST OF TAR- 
ZAN) plus TARZAN AND THE CHAMPION; TARZAN AND THE JUNGLE MURDERS; and, possibly, IF TARZAN CAME TO 
HOLLYWOOD. 

Other titles will be announced by Canaveral as the manuscripts are read by Blblo and Tannen, and 
their new editor, Dick Lupoff. One of Dick's first acts as editor was to arrange for a new-style 
jacket for the new Canaveral editions. Among the plans is the use of ERB's picture on the back of 
the jackets, possibly the St. John portrait of ERB in the collection of Stan Vinson. 

The above facts have been confirmed and authorization to publish same has been received by the 
Gridley Wave From Hulbert Burroughs. There are a lot of rumors floating about regarding ERB, In- 
corporated's business activities with various publishers. TKTs^publication does not print riwnors, 
only the facts, when confirmed by the publisher's envolved and Edgar Rice Burroughs, Inc. The Vice 
President of the latter, Mr. Hulbert Burroughs, has promised us the "facts" and firsthand informa- 
tion when the transactions have been completed and the rumors become facts . Only then will you see 
It in these columns. We are still the original and only authorized Edgar Rice Burroughs fanzines? 


HULBERT BURROUGHS IN NEW YORK 

Edgar Rice Burroughs' stories have lived on 
constantly in the movies (the next is to be film- 
ed in Thailand), but during the past decade the 
Tarzan* and science fiction tales have been some- 
what neglected in their original medium books. 

But a new look at some publisher's lists (Bal- 
lantine Books, Grosset & Dunlap, Ace, Canaveral 
Press) and the recent visit to New York of Mr, 
Burroughs' son, indicate that there has been a re- 
birth of interest on the part of the reprinters . 
Ian Ballantine, whose firm has started to pu b- 
lish the Martian series and will start the Tar- 
zan books in July, told PW "Here is an author

really belongs on the newsstands." Hulbert Bur- 
roughs, son of the author and manager of Edgar 
Rice Burroughs, Inc., Tarzana, Calif., added; 
"There are whole new generations of children who 
have never read my father's stories." More than 
half of the late Mr. Burroughs' 58 booksare still 
protected under Copyright, his son told PW, and 
those that are in the public domain are there be- 
cause the renewals were not made, "That's a sad 
story," Hulbert Burroughs said. 

Over the years many of the ERB fan clubs have 
stayed alive primarily through agility in the 
out-of-print market, but there have also been sev- 
eral efforts to bring the tales back into print,

Also unlisted are Che radio serin C s 
written by ERB and THE NEW ADVENTURES OF TARZAN, 
which was written by ERB for the film of the 
same name, and several mysterious titles, such as 
?-a.'RDr.R AT THE CARNIVAL and THE E.'-tPERIOR OF FELLU- 
CIDAR, yet to be discovered.

A balu is a balu, 
even when it belongs to Numa and Sabor, In the 
future the scripter might check the APE-ENGLISH 
DICTIONARY, which is reprinting ERB's original 
of this on Che last page of the TARZAN magazine 
as a series starting with the current issue.lt 
appears pretty accurate, but ch^lefc out the 
first word; "S", which means "light". . .Celardo 
is retelling the story of TARZAN OF THE APES in 
the current Sunday strips.. .Bob Hyde sez fans 
interested in obtaining older TARZAN strips in 
Che daily series should subscribe to the weekly 
McLaughlin (S. Dak.) Messenger, which is pub- 
lishing strips two years old at Che rate of 9 
strips per issue. Subs are $3.00 per year... As 
of April 1st John Harwood's LITERATURE OF BUR- 
ROUGHSIANA will be $2.00 per copy, according to 
Caz Cazedessus. . .Canaveral Press has upped the 
price of their ERB volumes to $1.95 each... One 
of the floats in Knights of Momus parade in New 
Orleans this year was based on TARZAN OF THE 
APES... India Boone, armed with a copy of the 
Oxford Press edition of PRINCESS, sallied forth 
Co prove Che worth of ERB's written word. She 
obtained a petition of one hundred names', in- 
cluding the signatures of five teachers. Result: 
ERB’s books will soon be on the shelves of the 
library in Kansas City's Westport High School! 
Okay, Panthans, now it's your turn!!! 

BURROUGHS IN E.I» (cont. from page 1) 
notably by ERB, Inc., which at one time reprint- 
ed some 45 titles which were distributed by the 
Kingsport Press (There is a possibility that the 
Burroughs firm will start publishing again.) 

Grosset has nine titles in print: Ace Books 
started in the fall of 1962 at the rate of two a 
month and has currently published 16 titles; and 
Canaveral Press (an imprint of Biblo & Tannen, New 
York booksellers) has reprinted 11 titles in hard 
covers. BallanCine Books, however, will be the 
first in some time Co reprint the entire Tarzan 
series in the order intended by Edgar Rice Bur- 
roughs. This series was the one which brought 
Mr. Burroughs his first renown, starting with 
"Tarzan of the Apes", published in 1914, Tha t 
title sold 750,000 copies in this country alone, 
published, as Mr. BallanCine put it, "the hard 
way," without paper covers.
